Finney J. Alati, son of immigrants, the late John and Jennie Alati, was born and raised in the Ironbound section of 
Newark, where he still resides. He graduated from Lafayette Street School, East Side High School and later from Vale 
School of Business. He also attended Rutgers University where he studied Real Estate Appraising and Tax Adminis- 
tration. 

Finney served with the 82nd Airborne during World War Il, and upon his discharge in 1947 married the former Alice 
Silva. The Alati's son John and daughter-in-law Linda Gail have blessed them with two beautiful grandchildren, Danine [' 
and Johnny. 

Since 1951 he has owned and operated the Alati Real Estate and Insurance Agency and currently maintains offices 
at 202 Lafayette Street, Newark, NJ. 

Throughout his career, Finney Alati has unselfishly given his time, talents and energy in serving the public and has 
earned a record of distinction as Executive Secretary to the Newark Planning Board, 1968-1970, Commissioner of the 
Newark Pension Fund, 1970-1975; Commissioner of the Essex County Board of Elections, 1972-1975; and presently serves 
as Commissioner on the Essex County Board of Taxation. In the political arena, Finney has served on the Newark 
Municipal Council and as the Newark East Ward Democratic Chairman.
